'other cities and of the terrible suffer 
Ing which is being endured owing to 
the severe cold weather and the coa 
famine, this city lias great reason for 
congratulation.

no city where genuine bitterness ol 
tho situation Is loss keenly felt and 
Janesville people are certainly fortu- 
nate In more ways than one. 


Of course prices are high and It Is 


almost Impossible to secure anthra- 
cite coal, the supply In many of the 
yards being exhausted. 
But fuel of 


some kind Is to bo had and there Is 
practically no suffering, even among 
tho poor, because of the lack 
of 


fuel. 
Monday's advance In prices 


and the severe weather of tho past 
few days have caused many 
wry 
laces, however. 


People Are At Work 
In face of tho existing conditions, 


the high prices of fuel, food and of 
all the necessities of life, it speaks 
•well for the thrift of the city that 
•there Is not an enormous increase In 
the demands for charity this winter. 
So far as the authorized agents for 
dispensing charity have been able to 
determine there has boon but 
one 


cose of actual suffering for lack of 
either food or fuel. 
Thls_ one 
ex- 


ception was only a temporary need 
and It was quickly relieved. 


Of course this does not mean that 


there Is no charity work being car- 
ried on but It Is true that people are 
able to get along comfortably with 
tho aid which they receive from the 
county. 
the Associated Charities or 


•generous individuals. 
There 
are 


several cases In the city where a cer- 
tain amount of help has to bo given 
each year. 
Some of these are elder- 


ly people who have a small income 
and arc able to partly take care of 
•themselves. 


Supt. Kenyan's Testimony 


S. D. Kenyan, county superintend- 


ent of the poor, says that 
the major- 


ity of the calls he receives are lor 
fuel. 
On Monday he sent out three 


loads of wood and on today two more 
were sent out to needy families. The 
•county has bought but very 
little 


hard coal this winter although there 
are three places where It has been 
necessary to furnish hard coal 
as 
the stoves will not burn anything else 


Mr. Kenyon says that the calls for 


fuel are much greater than last year. 
The requests for other provisions arc 
not larger than usual and most of 
them coaie from the chronic charity 
cases. 
There Is also comparatively 


little call for clothing. 
These facts 


prove that the people generally are 
at work and are caring for themselves 
as far as possible. 


Associated Charities 


"W. G. Palmer, president of tho As- 


sociated charities, says that while 
possibly he has received as many, re- 
quests for help as he did last year, 
they are very few compared with the 
demands of some recent 
winters. 


Most of the calls are from the chron- 
ic cases and their needs arc not as 
great as formerly because in several 
Instances the children are now large 
enough to go to work. 
There have 


been some requests for temporary 
help until the tobacco 
warehouses 


opened up. 


A Fortunate City 


Pitiful stories of great privation 


are not heard, however, and when 
conditions In other cities are consider- 
ed Jnnesvllle certainly has reason for 
thankfulness.

wooded areas. 
This bulletin will be 


compiled by the Bureau of Forestry. 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. Washington. 
It Is to be pub- 


lished with a special view to preserv- 
ing the stream flow of Rock river at 
Its normal volume. 


Bulletin Just Out 


This Intelligence Is conveyed In a 


bulletin which has just been sent out 
from Washington. 
The bulletin It- 


self Is devoted to a general resume ol 
the results of the Investigation be- 
gun at the Instigation of the Hon. R. 
R. Hltt. representative In congress 
from the Ninth district of Illinois, to 
study the causes and the relationship 
of natural conditions to the steady de- 
crease In the flow of the river. 


The report which Is soon to be com- 


piled will be distributed for tho es- 
pecial use of landowners along the 
Rock river. 
The following quotation 


from the recent bulletin wi.i show how 
•ever, that there need be little fear that 
with a proper degree of care to guard 
against future diminution 
any dis- 


astrous results ,wlll follow the de 
crease In the river volume: 


Little Danger 
"It may be said, however, that 
the 


topographic features and geologic con- 
ditions of the Rock River 
watershed 


are especially conducive to a sustain- 
ed water supply, so that the agencies 
referred to as diminishing the flow 
did not produce as serious results dur- 
ing the season of drought 
as might 


otherwise have occurred. 


•"The Investigation shows, however, 


that on account of favorable topo- 
graphic and geologic conditions of the 
region, there Is but little cause for ser- 
ious apprehension for the Industrial 
and agricultural interests of the re- 
gion, at least In seasons with a nor- 
mal rainfall. 
Nevertheless, attention 


Is called to the great value of a more 
conservative management of tho for- 
ested acres in the Rock River water- 
aided."

Follow Wisconsin's Example in Advo 


eating the Bill for Protection 


Against Poor Workmen. 


Members of the Chicago Barbers- 


Protective union have this week begun 
the discussion of the feasibility of a 
bill similar to titat which a committee 
from the Wisconsin barbers, one mem- 
ber of which committee lives In this 
city. Is attempting to bring favorably 
before the legislature. 
The purpose 


of the bill Is to license and examine 
barbers as to their competency In or- 
der to safeguard the public health. 


In Illinois the effect Is being aimed 


In a large part 
against the 
barber 


schools and colleges which turn out 
sucn a number of Incompetent bar- 
bers, according to the 
statements 


made at the Chicago meeting. Chicago 
was censured as having a most de- 
grading lot of harbor shops. 
Such 


a law, it was believed, would tend to 
elevate the profession, which Is blam- 
ed for "barbers' Itch" and similar dis- 
eases which are In many cases simply 
eczema, and not traceable to barber 
shop unclcanllness. 


The bill that the union hopes to 


have enacted in similar to those 
on 


the statute books of ten states, 
and 


provides that barbers must pass an 
examination UH to their competency 
before securing a license to follow the 
calling, shops are to be licensed and 
examined by Inspectors as to their 
sanitary conditions, and requiring a 
person to learn the tratie to serve two 
or three years apprenticeship before 
becoming a Journeyman. 
The bill 


provides for an examining board 
of 


five, who have resided In the state five 
years and have had ten years exper- 
ience as barbers, and ton Inspectors to 
carry out the provisions of .the law.

THE COAL FAMINE 


Armour & Co. became so 
hard 


pressed for fuel to operate their Chi- 
cago stockyards plant Saturday that 
they seized three carloads of coal 
billed to the Fullerton avenue pump- 
'UK station, according to reports re- 
ceived by the commissioner of pub- 
lic works. 


Mayor Low of New York 
has 
sent a letter to the presidents of the 
anthracite coal roads asking them 
to meet him on Tuesday morning to 
consider some methods by which the 
coal supply In the city might be In- 
creased. The shortage and high price 
of coal has led to a general ad- 
vance In rents of apartments and 
of rooms In all New York hotels 
•where guests are not protected by 
contracts. 


Phlladelplis. the greatest coal cen- 


ter In the world. Is without coal, 
and the suffering among the poor Is 
very great. 
People who are able 


to burn gas are In that way keeping 
from freezing. 
The demand for oil 
heaters Is Immense. Absolutely noth- 
ing has been done by the municip- 
ality to relieve the distress. 
and 


charitable organizations are only able 
to carry out their usual programme. 


Although hard coal sells In Dos- 


ton at from $1" to $20 a ton and soft 
at $10 to $12. there Is comparatively 
little suffering among the poor. 
In 


fact, the poorer sections of the city 
are better supplied with fuel than 
the fine residential quarters.

Is due to the energy of the mayor's 
fuel relief committee.

There is only one way to determine 


ad valorem value of railroad proper- 
ty, and that is by an

which would show, after

bond and other liabilities. Just what 
the net value was. 


No single state can adopt an ail 


valorum plan of asessment with any 
degree of fairness and equity. 
This 


the manufacturers understand, and it 
Is not a dllllcult problem to compre 
licnd.

Tho state has paid $70.000 for this 


class of nonsense during the 
past 


year. 
That's twice as much as all 


the game In It is -worth. 


The argument is used that the state 


pays nothing because 'the hill Is paid 
by men who happen to own a gun. 
That argument Is altogether to thin 
to hold water. 
There would be Just 


as much sense In claiming that the 
oil Inspectors cost tho state nothing, 
because the oil companies pay the 
bill. 


Mr. Rollins is right on his propo- 


sition, and tho law is a travesty that 
should be repealed or amended beyond 
recognition.

of industries than the Badger state. 


The increase In population, as well 


as'the increase In .wealth,^J9 due to 
her manufacturing Industri'cV.and any 
legislature Uiat cripples them by un- 
•wise legislation, should bo held ac- 
countable for the act. 


The 100 men, assembled in Mlhvau 


kee. represented this class of interests 
in ail .parts of the state, and the sen- 
timent expressed by Mr. Bull, of Ra 
cine, will be generally endorsed by 
thcso interests. 


It is Idle to claim, as the governor's 


Milwaukee organ attempts to do, that 
these men arc the advance.guard of 
a railroad lobby.

Jackson an'ti Academy streets, tak- 
Ins up a portion of High street, tho 
train sheds extending over the street. 
Tho station Is of red brick with cut 
stone trimmings and a slate roof. The 
car sheds extend the entire length 
of the station and afford ample pro- 
tec'rfon for the passengers. 


Express and Baggage Rooms 


The main portion of the station Is 


west of High street. 
Kast of High 


street are the express and baggage 
rooms, titled up with all of tho con- 
veniences necessary for the transac- 
tion of the express and baggage busl 
Iness. 
A large set of scales have 


been installed In the baggage room 
which will be a great help to tlie bag- 
gageman In getting the weight of ex- 
cess baggage. 


Kitchen and Lunch Room 


West of High street comes 
the 


main station. 
At the east end is a 


commodious lunch room and kitchen. 
The lunch rooci is titled wl. a hard 
wood counter and revolving seats for 
the convenience of the customers. Oil 
from the lunch room la a finely llnish- 
ed kitchen with a gas range, 
cup-
